American sharpshooters xvere naturally 
in their ele:< out upon the s «*«*p sides of 
tlx* wooded ravines that formed such a 
feature in every battle and skirmish. 
The longed for bayonet hung in idle­ 
ness from tho belts of the British in ­ 
fantry— there was no room or place for 
it.

F ill tlx* shoe and shake tbo outs 
down, after having rubbed and oiled it, 
and set m a dry place to dry gradually. 
When dry, pour tlx* oats back for further 
use. 
Do not 
“ black upon blacking’’ 
more than a \v**ck at a time. 
Take a 
xv« t rag and wash the shoe at least once 
a week and oil overnight to keep in 
good condition. 
Never handle patent 
leather until you have xvarmed it. N ev­ 
er wear 
rubbers 
xvith 
good 
shots. 
Put on old shoes in wet weather. There 
is no part of the apparel of a lady or a 
gentleman xvhich should he more scru­ 
pulously neat or that is so often scandal­ 
ously neglected.

“ Let this go. 
A. L i n c o l n . " 
Unless it has been destroyed there is 
in a home in Fond du Lac county, Wis., 
a soldier letter in an envelope bearing 
the above words, signed by the great war 
president 
Frank K ing was a Lam artine boy, 
fresh from the farm, and a character 
our whole company took to kindly from 
the first. 
W hen the army was camped in V ir ­ 
ginia, near Washington, the winter of 
1861-2, it was a common practice w ith 
the soldiers, when they got a pass, to 
visit the city to buy a package of en­ 
velopes and call at the capitol, send in 
for their senator or representative and 
get him to frank them. 
One of our boys came back to camp 
in high feather. 
He bad two packages 
of envelopes— one franked by Senator 
Jam es R. Doolittle, now a Chicago law ­ 
yer, the other by the late Senator T. O. 
Howe, who succeeded Captain Jam es as 
postmaster general in President A rth u r’s 
cabinet. For 20 years senators and mem­ 
bers have been giving a good deal of 
their time to helping the soldiers w ith 
their pension claims. If they have done 
it as w illin g ly and pleasantly as they 
used to frank envelopes for the boys, 
they must be pretty nearly angels. 
"Y o u fellows, there, are making a 
big blast over getting a couple of sena­ 
tors to frank 
your envelopes," said 
Frank King. " Ju s t you w ait till you see 
me coine buck from Washington with 
the president’s name on some letter cov­ 
ers. ’ ’ 
W ithin a few days Frank K in g and 
H arry Dunn, who for years after the 
w ar was a Chicago business man, went 
to the city. 
They called at the White 
House. It was easier to see the president 
then than it is now. 
A t certain hours 
of the day a soldier could reach the 
chief executive w ith fully as much ease 
as a senator can in these later years. 
K in g was the ringleader. 
Approach­ 
ing the guard, he said: " W e want to 
see Mr. Lincoln. Please stand aside and 
let uh pass. ’’ 
"W h o are you, and what is your busi­ 
ness?" 
" You tell old Abe %ve have charge of 
a regiment over on Arlington Heights 
and want to see him on an important 
matter. 
H e’ll let us in ." 
"W h e re are your shoulder straps?" 
" W e came over 
in 
our everyday 
clothes. 
Come, we are in a hurry. 
Let 
us go in and see Mr. Lin co ln." 
The parley had attracted the attention 
of the president. 
The door swung open 
and the good natured chief of the nation 
smiled upon the cheeky young fellows 
and bade them step right in. 
‘‘ W hat can I do for you, my m en?" 
"M r. Lincoln, I want you to frank 
these envelopes," said King. 
“ Better get your congressman to do 
th a t." 
" I ’d much rather have you do it, Mr. 
Lincoln. 
The folks at home would like 
to see your name on my letters. " 
" I ’ll fix one of them. 
Take the rest 
to your congressman. 
Who is he?" 
" I don’t know ." 
"W h ere is your home?" 
"Lam artine, Fond du Lac county, 
W is ." 
"Th a t is my friend Scott Sloan’s dis­ 
trict. You go to Mr. Sloan. He w ill fix 
the rest of them. " 
The president shook hands w ith the 
tw o privates, asked them to be brave 
soldiers and wished them a safe return 
to their western homes. 
Frank couldn’t make his tentmates 
believe that the president had w ritte n : 
" L e t this go. A. L in c o ln ." Bu t the next 
day he wrote a lette r to his father. The 
name of Lincoln was personally exam­ 
ined by all of the neighbors. 
In January, 1864, our regiment was 
in Washington on the way home, having 
re-enlisted— "veteranized," 
as 
they 
called it. 
In company w ith two others 
I went to the W h ite House. 
The presi­ 
dent shook hands w ith us, thanked us 
for swearing in for three years more and 
expressed tin* hop»* that we would have 
a nice visit on our veteran furlough. 
“ Mr. 
President," 
said 
Jones— Ed 
Jones— "you franked a letter for one of 
the boys in our company, Frank King. 
I wish you would frank one for m e." 
"O dd as it may seem, you are the 
second soldier to make surh a request. 
So both are of the same company? Very 
w e ll.” 
On Jones’ envelope he wrote " A . 
Lincoln, President," and as in* handed 
it back lie asked w hat had become of 
that other man who had asked him to 
pass a letter. 
"H e was killed at Gettysburg.” 
I shall never forget the look of sad­ 
ness in the president's face when the 
answer was given, and it had not disap­ 
peared when we left the room. 
"Jones, what did you tell him about 
K in g for? Did you see how it pained 
h im ?" 
" W h a t did he ask about him for? Do 
you suppose I was going to lie to a man 
I would die for?" was Jones’ indignant 
reply.— Chicago Times-Herald.

KILLING W O LVES. 


8 o in« > o f th e M eth o d s I’* ed to G et R id o f 
th e I’ests. 
Whole fam ilies of the animals are 
sometimes asphyxiated iu their dens. 
A wolf of the gray variety generally 
makes its home by getting on the side 
of a dirt gulch and burrowing straight, 
inward until a safe distance from the 
surface is reached. There her young are 
born and raised to sturdy cub estate. 
When 
a cowboy locates a den in 
which lie believes the entire fam ily to 
be gathered, a composite mass of cotton, 
saturated with damp flour sulphur and 
other noxious smelling substances, is 
thrust into the den and set on fire. 
The 
mouth of the hole is then filled with 
clay tamped down solidly, and the im ­ 
prisoned wolves are speedily suffocated 
within. 
In this way from 6 to 10 and 
11 wolv»*s, young and old, are wip»_*»l 
out at one strok»*. 
Another effective method is to bore 
four or more holes in a flat piece of 
board and plug them up w ith beef fat 
soaked in strychnin»*. 
The odor of the 
fat attracts any wolves that may be in 
the vicinity, and they lick the fat vora­ 
ciously until the leavening of poison 
does its work upon them and they drop 
dead. 
Very often as many as a dozen 
wolves are killed off by this process be­ 
fore the fat in tlx holes is exhausted. 
Strychnine inclosed in capsules is also 
used. 
The capsule is thrust into a slit 
cut in a chunk of beef, and the wolf, 
bolting the meat whole, falls an eu^y 
victim . 
Steel traps, baited w ith raw 
beef, are also tri< »l w ith fair success.— 
Denver Republican.
